HE American Bankers’ Association recommends the issuance of 
some form of insurance as a guarantee against future want for 
the working classes of the country. 
The proposal contemplates 
independence in old age for the wage earners and workers tor 


small salaries. 
It does not mean that the bankers are in favor of old-age 
pensions or any other socialistic form of patronage or tax-sup­ 
ported workers’ compensation. 
The insurance the bankers have 
in mind is one on the same plan with modern life insurance, the 
premiums on which would he paid from the worker’s earnings and 
left to accumulate and bear interest until the insured is too old or 
is physically unable to work. 
There is no more socialism in such a plan than there is in the 
plan of business of any of the private insurance companies, and it 
ii were socialism the bankers would not sponsor it. 
None knows 
better than the bankers the evils which would inevitably result 
from tax-<upported old-age pensions 
and 
the 
other socialistic 
plans for obtaining government dole for the improvident and shift­ 


less. 
It is undoubtedly the wish of the bankers’ association that 
means be found, if possible, for helping the workers to economic 
independence by giving them cheap retirement insurance, but if 
the means are found will those who most need it injure themselves 
against future want by setting aside the necessary portion of their

Chicago 
was beaten for the first time in ten 
years, and six other games were won 
by very comfortable margins. As for­ 
mer Coach Little wanted to devote 
his time to the job of athletic direc- i 
tor, it is easy to see why Wisconsin 
wanted Glenn Thistlethwaite.

Because he had 
proved his ability as a coach by the

Last season, in

Young Hanley

With game protectors of the state 
announcing that there are more rab­ 
bits this year in the wood and bottom 
lands, the hunters are preparing to] 
fare forth and blaze away.

comes a warning relative to rabbit 
fever that ought to be carefully ob­ 
served by the gunners. 
The rabbits of this state are said 
to be suffering with a rather new di~ j 
sease, tularemia, which is a sort o f. 
fever attended by extreme lassitude. 


The disease will transmit itself from 
the rabbits to human beings with lit­ 
tle apparent difficulty. 
Dr. Edward Francis of the Federal 
Board of Surgeons has found that the 
disease approaches a genuiAe plague, 
but also finds it can be easily avoid­ 
ed. Great care must be exercised this 
fall in hunting rabbits 
as 
in 
the 
handling of them. 
Infection in hu­ 
mans comes from handling the rab­ 
bits with the naked hands, irrespec­ 
tive of abrasions of the skin, as the 
germ enters apparently healthy skin.
